The highlighted subject matter is directed towards performing 
creating, maintaining, issuing, determining and reissuing elements at a client transport 
layer. The examiner agrees that these elements when performed at the client transport 
layer, provide for novel features over the prior art. As such, the examiner finds the 
claimed subject matter to be novel and non-obvious in view of the prior art.
